Pups 
dourine Will Be 
Added to Water 
Due to the abnormally high 
Incidence of dental decay in and 
around Decatur and 
realizing 
the need for corrective 
meas­ 
ures to protect and promote che 
normal formation of th e teeth 
of young children, the Decatur 
City Council voted unanim ous­ 
ly at the regular Monday night 
session to add fluorine 
com­ 
pound to th city water 
The water supply of Decatur 
is in the lowest group in the 
state as to the fluorine content, 
containing only 
one-tenth 
of 
one part per million. The opti­ 
mal content of drinking w ater 
should be around the I 3/lO ths 
parts per million in order to in­ 
sure the proper formation of 
tooth decay enamel and to ren­ 
der it resistant to decay. 
The additional of the fluorine 
compound will be 
under 
the 
direct supervision and regula­ 
tion of the Texas State Health 
Department. This 
group 
has 
completed the preliminary ex- 
permental tests as to the value 
of the proper fluorine content 
in the water supply and, in one 
suvey which has been complet­ 
ed in Marshall, Texas, has noted 
a decrease in tooth decay of 
twenty-nine per cent during the 
first year of fluorination of the 
drinking water. 
The addition of the fluorine 
compound to the w ater will be 
accomplished by the 
installa­ 
tion of machines which will add 
the chemical to the water auto­ 
matically 
Daily tests will be 
performed to 
determine 
the 
fluorine content of the w ater 
so that an effective and 
safe 
level may be maintained at all 
times. 
In order to finance the 
a- 
bove measures, the City Council 
voted to raise the price of water 
only two cents per 
thousand 
gallons. The average consumer 
who use six thousand gallons 
of water per month will find I 
that his cost is increased only i 
twelve cents per m onth ani only J

Sin Beforehand 
T 
HERE is another sad feature of 
sin that stands out in the Gen­ 
esis story and in the story of Every­ 
man. That is, sin almost never 
looks the same afterwards as it did 
before. 
Before the sin. Eve sees the for­ 
bidden fruit as beautiful and de­ 
sirable; afterwards in shame she 
hides away from God. Living with 
herself, with her husband, with 
God, is no longer the pleasure it 
had been. However sad or horrible 
sin may look when we see it in -the 
cold light of Afterwards, when we 
see it beforehand it always looks 
attractive. 
In the last stages of sin, to be 
sure, it may be quite different; 
a man may be caught in the 
grip of a habit he hates, and no 
one eau call him worse names 
than he calls himself. But In the 
beginnings of sin, few if any 
persons see anything repulsive 
or bad In what they are about 
to do. 
That is why "I do as I please” is 
a fatally bad rule for living. If you 
do as you please, sooner or later 
you will please wrong, and down 
you will go. Adam and Eve did ex­ 
actly as they pleased, and lost their 
Paradise. But if we take as oui 
rule of life what God pleases, even 
if we never reach perfection we 
shall always be pointing in the 
right direction.
